LILLOOET SI'ECIAL ASSIZES. 



The Qranil Jury of Lillooefc, sitting 

at Clinton on tlio lOcli inrst., [jreHcntod 
tho Clovofumenb of this Province for 
indift'ercnco in tlie prosecution of the 
Pool nuirder caso, and added, had it not 
been for Ulv iinjttil jiressure of public 
opinion we fiaye every reason to /te/iciy 
that not an effort would have been madf 
to bring the criniiiial /» jift:/icc." W^' 
do not believe thai imy words wliich 
Ave may ofVer on tliis pithy, pointod and 
Htinging rebuke will have tlio slightest 
efl'ect in arousing tho laggards at James 
Bay to a sense of their duty. AVhat two 
Grand Juries at Cnssiar have pi-cvious- 
ly failed to do, cannot surely he acconi- 
plishcd by a newspaper, even if backed 
hy the presentment of a third Grand 
Jury at Clinton. Tho most wo can 
Lope to do is to "point a moral and 
adorn a tale" for the guidance of the 
Government -which will soon fjucceed 
the present incapabli', oalluus and in- 
diflorent triumverate. I t is in the in- 
terest of tho coming not the going 
Government that we propose to 
.sketch as briefly as posniblo the facts 
connected with the most atrocious 
nnmler and lamentable failure of jus- 
tice the Province has yet ki-ov. ii: 

At tiie close of a brij:ht sunnnor't; 
day a few niontlis ago tho cliarrctl re- 
mains of an industrious and prosperous 
farmer who had resided many yeai's in 
a cabin with his two little children — a 
boy and girl — in one of tho most 
beautiful and lonely spots of the dis- 
trict of Lillooet in Ijrilish Colunibia 
were found amid tho siill glowing .'ihIics 
of his house. The jicrson wlio lirsfc 
camo upon the scene is an Indian. lie 
hastens to the nearest neighbor, .sev- 
eral miles distant, and gives tho alarm. 
People flock to tho spot, and soarching 
amongst the ruins jircsently lind that 
a triple murder has been coniinitt(\i, 
for near the body of tho man the halt'- 
burned body of tho little girl is found, 
and not far distant a handful of bones 
• represent all that is left of the boy. 
On the bodies of the man and girl linger 
unconsumed evidence that they Imve 
been cruelly donetoueatli by anas.sassin, 
and imperishable pro]ierty that was 
known to liavo been in the house a few 
days before cannot be traced. The news 
spreads far and near. The whole coun- 
try side is alarmed, for tliero arc^scorcs 
of men, and families, too, in tlio dis- 
trict who live remote from iieighl)orH 
and upon whom when least expected a 
.similar fate may fall. Special messen- 
gers are di.sjiatched to the nearest tele- 
graph office, and from thence to the 
Capital of the Province the horrid news 
is flashed. The press of Victoria re- 
ceive the intelligence and publish it un- 
der staring head-!'nns. The civilized 
communit}' who read it is shockctl at 
the occurrence of so dread a tragedy in 
a Province that has been singularly 
free from crimes of violence. The Gov- 
ernment hear of tho murder as quickly 
as the press in all its hideous tietails ; 
but they must be made of dillercnt ma- 
terial to ordinary men. Their [lulscs 
beat no faster at contem|)lation of tlu; 
dreadful deed, nor do they seem to have 
a clear idea that anything is required 
of them. "Offer a swingeing reward 
for tho appi'ehension of the miscreants 
and send out constables to scoui- the 
district in search of evidence. Lose 
no time, for a day's delay may mean an 
eternity of oblivion for the assassin.s.' ' 
Thus speaks one of tho newspapers at 
the Capital; but, alas! there are no 
constables in the district. Tiir v ^\ (ne 
swept away in pursuance of a 
falses ystem of economy, 'i'ho dis- 
triob is defenceless — the law is pow- 
erless for want of nmchinery to set it 
in motion, and tho murderers, wli.iovfr 
they may be, bu.sy theniselv(,'s in hiding 
evidences of their guilt. "Swear in 
specials," urges tho newspaper; "but 
whether you do that or not offer a re- 
ward." The Government hesitate. 
Three weeks slip away uninqirovod. No 
reward is offered. An Jndiaii, ar^ainst 
whom no incriminating facts can be 
established, is meanwhile >taken into 
custody and discharged after e.vamiim- 
tion. The population of l.illooet ai e 
paralyzed in their eflbrts for wmit of 
authority, and while tho (Jovernment 
hesitate to adopt the ad\ii;e of the 
newspaper because it is an opposition 
print, what happens? A miscreant 
wantonly cuts the stallion of a settler 
residing within a few miles of Victoria. 
It is a cruel act, and the Govern- 
ment, which had lost three precious 
weeks' in hesitating to ofler a reward 
or take any other steps for tlnj appi-o- 
hen.sion of the nuirdorcrs of tlio Pool 
family are equal to this occasion. The 
animal was out on a Tuesday night. 
The Government Gazette of t'le Satur- 
day following contains a proclamation 
offering a reward for the a[)[]rehensioii 
of the ollendor. it is right that si't,r,l- 
er's stock should be pi'otected; l)iit. are 
the lives of tho settlers and of their 
families less valuable in the eyes of 
this Government of ours than the pro- 
creative powers of a stutl horse 1 Well, 
after a delay of four weeks tho tiov- 
ernment, yielding to constant jircssuro, 
appointed a constable for Lillooet and 
offered a reward of five hundred dollars 
for the apprehension of the assassins. 
Insignificant as tho reward is when com- 
pared with tho atrocity of tho crime 
that called it forth, it inspires a few of 
the settlers with vigor and they set 
seriously to work. Sus])icion has pi-e- 
viously attached to Lsvo settlors who 
work holdings nearest those of tho 
dead family. They are arrested. A 
Court is convened at tho princijial 
town; tho prisoners with their counsel 
appear prepared for trial; but the 
Crown is not ready. It has not been 
able to get sufficient evidence together 
upon which to found an indictment, 
and craves a postponement. The learn- 
ed Judge grants the application and the 
prisoners arc remanded to clo.se confine- 



ment. Two months more glide away, 
Another Court is convened at the town 
of Clinton, when it is discovered to the 
dismay of all present that during the 
interval between the adjournment of 
the case and tho convening of the fresh 
Assize no additional evidence has been 
gathered and that no cttort has been 
put forth by tho Crown to secure any. 
AVe approach the last actan this play — 
which iiad it not begun in a tragedy 
must have ended in a farce — with a 
deep feeling of regret that the coun- 
try, and not the men who are at fault 
for the miscarriage, will have to should- 
er the pecuniary responsibility for the 
lamentable errors which have marked 
tho progi'ess of this case from begiiining 
to end. Tlie mysterious trip of the 
A\''oodside from \''ictoria to Now West- 
minster wo hiwi! already accounted for 
by showing that the (^)ueen's Com- 
mission for tho holding of the Assizes 
that have just closed at Clinton was 
not sent forward with the Court and 
had to be dispatched by special messen- 
ger to overtake it at Yale. This fact is 
bad; but there is j'ust as bad to follow : 
From an uuinqioachablc source we learn 
thattluioxtent of the interest manifested 
]>y tho Government in preparing for 
the special Assizes was in tho fi.xing of 
the day. After the disclmi'ge of that 
onerous duty they would appear to ha\-o 
reposed serenely on their laurels, for 
not a single l(<gal summons was issued 
for the, attendance of a witness on be- 
half of the (,'rowii. Almost at the last 
noment and at tho request of the Gov- 
ernment Agent at Clinton, acting on 
his own responsibility, 'Sir. Piiaii!, but 
recently Government . A g'^nt at Lillooet, 
sent word to Mr. V.'oons, wlio has 
charge of tho Poor, estate, .at Peniber- 
tou Meadows, asking him to try and 
get up the witnesses in time for the 
trial. Mr, Woods wrote on tiin leaves 
of a small memorandum-book a rude 
sort of summons and handed one to 
each Indian of several whom ho believed 
were wanted b}- tho Crown ; but he did 
not know the names of all, and several 
essential witnesses did not go at all, 
while .some of those who went knew 
nothing whatever about tho matter I 
Tho Assizes were convened for tin; IGth 
of October and on the KUh of (October 
a messenger was dispatched from Clin- 
ton to Jjillooet with instructions (but 
no sumninn.<!) to procure an Indian wit- 
ness for the Crown from Pemberton 
i^Ieadow.s. As .seven days at least 
would be required to place the wit- 
ness at Clinton, upon arriving at 
Lilloo(!t the messenger abandoned tho 
enterprise and went back without his 
man. On Thursday morning, tho d.ay 
of tho trial, a messenger with a carriage 
arri\ ed at Lillooet from Clinton with a 
letter from tho Crown prosecutor to a 
resident of tho former town stating 
that it' was ncces.sary he should go 
to Clinton and give evidence, and he 
went. The upshot of the trial — which 
(!nded in the ilisagreement of the jury 
and the discharge of one of the prison- 
ers— is still" fresh in tho popular mind, 
'i'ho pro.secution has failed to establish 
its case, and the country has been put 
to an enormous expense through the 
inca])acity and "indillerence'' of the 
( Jovernincntand its subordinate officers, 
who having ample time to prepare were 
as unready in (October as they were in 
A ugust. 

In this sweeping and comparatively 
mild denunciation we wish it to be well 
understood we do not include the 
t^Uioen's Counsel who represented tho 
I 'rown. After brief notice he did nil 
that could be expected of him under the 
circunistanccs, and was in no wise re- 
sponsibh; for the ]ir(^[)ar.ition of the 
case, which, regardless of the conso- 
([uences, we denounce as a disgrace to 
t'lo Government of the Province, and 
particularly to that branch of the Gov- 
ernment which is charged with 
tho sacred duty of representing the 
('rown in the ])rosecution of criminal 
ijusiness. No one v.-ill wonder at IIk; 
indignation of tho (iivand Jurv of 
Lillooet when they reflected that thcfail- 
ure of the case has weakeneil ])ublic 
confidence in the security of life and 
property from one end of the country 
to the other.

To the HonoiiyabU Sir Mtittliev) Bailie 
Beghie, Knight, C. J.:- 

Tlie Grand Jury would rospoctfully 
bring to the notice of your Lordship the 
cttso of llegin.t vs. Cliarlie, an Indian, 
against whom a true bill was found for 
murder at the last aB.size.s over wliich your 
Lordship presided. The Grand Jury are 
of the opinion that the priaonor was par- 
doned by proclaiiiatioii, and would ro- 
spoctfully ask your Lordship whether,' 
with tlio additional evidence in thoir pos- 
session, they have jurisdiction to find an- 
other bill ? 

The Grand Jury desire to direct your 
Lordaliip's attention to the lax .supervision 
of prisoners incarcerated for capital of- 
fences in the county jail. They balievo 
that the free intercourse that has been 
permitted them is strongly to be con- 
demned, as being the indirect moans of 
defeating the eniLs of justice. 

Tlio (Jrand .Tury cannot too strongly 
express their indignation at the apparent 
indilTorence the authorities have ovnced 
in the prosecution of the oU'endors in tlio 
Pool murder I Had it not have been for 
the urgent pressure of public opinion we 
have every reason to bolio\e that not an 
effort would havo been made to bring the 
criminal to justice. 

The Grand Jury would .again urgently 
direct your Lordship's attention to the 
insufficient jail accoininodation for tlio 
detention of prisoners, and would suggest 
that the apartments sot apart for prison- 
ers in the Courthouse be made into room.s 
for the accommodation of jurors and wit- 
nesses, and that a good substantial log 
building be constructed for jail accommo- 
dation. 

The Grand Jury would draw your Lord- 
ship's attention to the insufhciont remu- 
neration to petty jurors. Tlioy arc for 
the moat part men of limited moans and 
while always cheerfully responding to 
thoir duties arc often reduced in many 
instances to straits to provide for their 
inaintainance and travelling expenses.

Yesterday afternoon at .about a quarter 
to 4 o'clock the steamer Is.ibcl, bound 
from Port Townsend for this port with 
the ovorland mails and express, a quanti- 
ty of freight and about a dozen ijassen- 
gors, struck on the rocks off Ogden Point 
near the mou^ of the harbor, during the 
prevalence of a dense fog. The weathci- 
during Sunday night and yesterday had 
been foggy; but the steamer, which left 
hero at the usual hour for Port Townsend, 
arrived at her destination in B.ifoty and 
started on the return voyage at 11:30 a. 
m. She made an excellent trip across the 
Straits, all going well until she neared 
this harbor. The fog, whicli had lifted 
somewhat during the afternoon, then 
settled down with increased density; but 
Capt. Morrison, believing that lie could 
discern the entrance to this harbor, gave 
orders to proceed under a slow bell. It 
seems, however, thathemistookasmall cove 
which makes in nearly opposite Captain 
Vidler's residence for the harbor's 
mouth, and at the time abovemontioned 
the steamer struck a projecting reef of 
rocks, her bow running high up and her 
stern being left in doop water. Captain 
Morrison taking in the situation at a 
glanco gave orders to throw overboard 
300 sheep which were in the fore part of 
the vessel. The ordci-s were obeyed not- 
withstanding the protest of thoir owner, 
Mr. O. Spurlock, wlio was on board, and 
nearly all the sheep reached ieri-a Jinna 
in safety, the shore being only about 200 
feet distant. It was hoped that this 
would lighten the vessel and that she 
would thus be enabled to back oW the 
rock; but as such did not prove to be tho 
case a amali boat w.as dispatched to the 
dredger, working at tho mouth of the 
harbor, for assistance. Witli praisewor- 
thy alacrity tho Dominion Government 
steam-tug Georgio was disiiatched, and on 
her arrival alongside the Isabel an cilVirt 
was made to tow tho stranded vessel off. 
This inoved futile, and Capt. Morrison 
tlion directed that the mails and express 
and .as much of the freight as possible be 
transferred to the Ueorgie. Whilst this 
was being done several of the ijassengei-s, 
including Mr. .-V. J. McLennan, wore con- 
veyed ashore in one of tho steamer's 
boats and shortly afteinvards tho Geoi-gio 
loft for port with some ten tons of flour, 
the mails and express and tlic rest of the 
passengers and landed them in safety at 
Engelhardt & Co. 'a wharf. On her ar- 
riv.al the steamer Woodaido got up steam 
and proceeded to the assistance of tho 
Isabel, being followed by the Georgio. 
The former steamer brought in tho 
dredger punts laden with the balance of 
tho freight from the Isabel, probably 
about 4U tons, ami tho Ueorgio ran a 
kedgc and rendered other assistance re- 
quested by Capt. Morrison. Tho tide, 
which in the inoantime had boon gradual- 
ly falling, had now left tho Isabel, but 
she maintained an even keel. At 5 p. m. 
there was scarcely any water under her 
bows, and her stern and midships wore 
still afloat. She was not considered in a 
dangerous position and it was expected 
that she would get oil' at high tide early 
this morning. Vt latest advices slio was 
not stntined " liad made no water. 

LATEK, 

Tlio Isabel floated off the rocks at about 
12 o'clock last n^ht and arrived alongside 
her wharf at 1 o'clock t'lis morning. She 
has sustained no injury.

A public mooting, convened by tho An- 
ti-Chinese Association, was held at Cen- 
tral Hall Last ovening. Tho building was 
well fdled and shortly after 8 o'clock tho 
meeting was callod to order by Mr. N. 
Shakespeare, President of the Associa- 
tion, who said ho regretted 'that' opposi- 
tion in some quarters had been shown to 
the Association, and it was a matter of 
surprise to him that the working me|» as a 
body did not display more interest in tho 
question than they appeared to do. "No 
Surrender" was tho motto of tho Associa- 
tion and it was determined to exist until 
Victory was written on iU banner, Tho 
petition forwarded to Ottawa on the sub- 
ject had been favorably received there and 
tho Local Government had also taken tho 
matter into their consideration; bn^. the 
City Council had made no gonn-'iui effort 
to meet the exigencies of the situation. 
Ho contrasted tho results of white labor 
with those of Mongolian labor, and said 
that ho would rather vote agaiast tho 
construction of tho trans-continental rail- 
way than see Chinese employed on it. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Bunster said that if ho had 
known the Chinoso would ever havo mot 
with so much success and encourageniont 
in this Province ho never would havo 
adopted it as his homo. (Hoar.) Ho 
thought, however, that by judicious mea- 
sures the Chinoae evil might bo rcmodiod. 
He believed that a measure similar to the 
Queensland Act might be enforced hero. 
The presonco of Chinese had driven nmny 
liardy miners and settlora away. If good 
Scotch or Irish girls filled tho positions 
now held bj' tho Chinese, miners and 
others wonhl take wives to themselves in- 
stead of oinigratiiig to more genial climes 
and more pleasant family connections. 
He must, however, be permitted to re- 
mark that he did not think the Local 
Government had taken such firm stops in 
tho preinisesastheyshouldhavo done. Can- 
ada had not done much for the people of 
this I'rovinco. Slio had, it was true, giv- 
en us a custom house, a lunatic a-sylum 
and a governor, and in his opinion they 
wore all three a pest to tho country. 

Mr. ^Villly of Esquimalt was the next 
speaker. He complimented tho Associa- 
tion on their bravo efforts to fight this 
impcn tant question and said that if a Itirgo 
iiillnx of Cliiiiese was jiermitted it 
would impoverish tiie country and reiulor 
it unfit for tho white man to live in. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that he had ever 
been a strong opponont of Cliineso labor. 
He believed a ruasuro similar to the 
Queensland Act c mid only originate in 
the Dominion Ibiuso of Commons and ho 
lioiieil ell'orts would be made there to 
secure its passage. Ho regretted that the 
Supreme Court had seen lit to interfere 
with tho Chinese Tax Act passed by the 
local House; but ho had pleasure in stat- 
ing that a clause had been inserted in tho 
si)ecifications for tho drydoolc prcdiibiting 
tho employment of Chinese on tliat work. 
(Hear.) 'Phc Ooverumont had also for- 
warded strong representations to Ottawa 
recpiesting tho authorities there to pro- 
hiliit tho employment of Mongols on tho 
railway. Power had also been givpi. •. 
the City Council to pafs a cubic air by- 
law and other by-laws which would coach 
tho Cliineso. 

Mr. Bunslor regretted that the local 
Govomment had not appealed from the 
decision of tho Supreme Court declaring 
tho Chinese Tax Bill unconstitutional. In 
this respect ho thought tho Govommont 
had neglected its duty. (Applause.) 

Mr. Bc.avon said the Government had 
ascertained that it was useless to appeal 
from tho decision as it had been detonniii- 
ed to upset the bill anyhow. 

Mr. W. K. Bull asked Mr. Bunster 
what had been dono at Ottawa about the 
.anti-Chinese petition? 

i^Ir. Bu,i..tor replied that a committee 
had been formed in the House of Com- 
moiis and that members from this Prov- 
ince and old Britisli Columbians had been 
summoned to give evidence before that 
committee. Unfortunately, however, they 
had received a stab from a Senator and a 
member from this country. (Names, 
names.) Senator Macdonald said lie would 
ratlier havo a Chinaman than a white 
woman for a .servant (oh 1 oh 1) and Mr. 
Dowdncy said the Cliineso wore a benefit 
to the Province. (.\ voice — Scalp them.) 
Ho (Mr. B.) had not been idle. Every- 
thing possible had been dono for the pe- 
tition and ho believed Sir John Macdon- 
ald would oxort all his influence in its bo- 
half. Ho was glad to hear that Mr. 
Barnard, the newly elected member for 
Yale, was against the Chinese and ho 
thought they would have a good strong 
team at Ottawa next session. 

Mr. Bull said ho was fully aware that 
plenty of talking had been done at Ot- 
tawa, but it liad not resulted in niuoli. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Eobt. Smith having m.ade a very 
humorous speech which elicited frequent 
rounds of applause, tho meeting dispers- 
ed, a resolution having first been unani- 
mously carried against the employment of 
Chineso on tho railway.

Geo. Alop, on remand, charged with 
stealing two boxes of tobacco and a v.aliso 
containing sundry articles from the 
steamer Cariboo-Fly. 

Mr. Pooley appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Mr. Courtney for tho prisoner. 

Peter Ginird, re-called, testified that ho 
saw tho prisoner coming off Spratt's 
wharf by tho gate leading into the street; 
witness was on the other side of the 
street; the prisoner wa.s carrying a valiso 
and a bundle; a portion of a box of to- 
bacco was sticking out of the v.aliso. 

Eden Wliito, purser of the steamer 
Cariboo-Fly, testified that on Thursday 
last ho received tho tobacco (produced) on 
the wharf; it was marked "J. W. N;" 
tho shipper's receipt callod for J . Wren , 
[witness identified tho boxes of tobacco]; 
he thouglit ho had seen the prisoner bo- 
fore — .about last Thursday; at no time 
gave the prisoner any autliority to re- 
move tho goods from tlio steamer; saw 
them jiut on a truck to bo taken on board 
by tho mate. 

Edward CoUis, mate of the steamer, 
testified that he saw tho tobacco brought 
down on tho wharf and that they wore 
put on bo.ard by an Indian. Boforo ho 
wont to bod ho saw the two boxes near 
tho door of tho room in 'which he sleeps. 
Ho was awakonod by the night watchman , 
Oirard, and tho prisoner was left in l.tis 
charge, whilst ho (Girard) wont to get a 
policeman. On the arrivrd of special con- 
stable Ilassard tlie prisoner was taken to 
the lock-up. 'I'lie boxes woro_marked J. 
\\'reii, N underneath. 

After the Cmirt had been addressed by 
Mr. Courtney His Honor said ho consid- 
ered tho case was one for a jury and eom- 
niilted tho prisoner f(n' trial. 

Edward Young, charged with stealing 
two dresses and a chemise tho property of 
an Indian wonnm. Mr. Courtney for the 
defendant. 

Oflicor O'Connor testified that he found 
Ihu defendant in a statu of dritnkennuss 
and in possession of the articles in ques- 
tion. The kkiotcliiiian said that they 
were her property and that the ilefoiidaiit 
had stolen them from her. 

Tho defendant was fined the usual sum 
for being drunk and disorderly and re- 
manded for one day on tho charge of 
theft to afford him an opportunity to ob- 
tain surety in tho sum of §20 to bo of 
good behaviour for tlireo months, it be- 
ing shown that the .alleged ofl'enco was 
tho result of a drunken spree which took 
place in the Indian womaii's house. 

Meo Hing, charged with refusing 
to comply »illl a tioliou aulvuu oil 

him to cause a box-drain to be put 
down from his wash-houso and also with 
neglecting to construct a proper W.C. on 
his premises. Case postponed for ono 
week. 

George Cou(3, convicted of stealing 
§10 from an Indian, wassontcnced to one 
month's imprisonment with hard labor. 

Arthur jEawkins, charged with supply- 
ing intoxicating liquor to an Indian. Mr. 
H. C. Courtney appeared for the defend- 
ant. 

Charley, a Fort lluport Indian, testi- 
fied that he gave the defendant 50 cents 
to purchase a bottle of gin for him. De- 
fendant went into a store on .lohnson 
street, bought the gin and gave it to him. 

Jack, another Indian, deposed that he 
was present at the time of tlio transaction 
and saw tho gindoliveredtotholastwitncss 
by defendant, and stated that he and a 
" tillicum " gave Charley 25 cents each to 
buy it. 

The third Indian deposed that ho saw 
Charley give tho money to tho prisoner 
and that it was a " delate sitkum dollar," 
not two quarters, as stated by tho last 
witness, and that it was Charley's own 
money that he had worked for. 

Oflicer Kirkup testified that Charley 
pointed out tho prisoner and that he (wit- 
ness) arrested him. 

i\Ir. Courtney contended that Charley 
was not a credible witness and that lie had 
been before the Court on many previous 
charges. It was not, Mr. Courtney sub- 
mitted, until after he had been arrested 
for having the liquor in his possession 
that he pointed out the prisoner as tho 
party who gave it to him. There w.as a 
discre])ancy also in the ovidcnco of the 
other witnesses as to tho money, which 
was sufliciout to render it unreliable.

New York, Oct. 11.— The Herald's

A Catastrophe. — Tho Ker. M.H 
Scuddor, D.D., a missonaiy in India, 
tells the following .story: — Four men, 
p.-.rtners in busines.s, bought somo cot- 
ton bales. That tho rats might not 
destroy the cotton, they purchased a 
cat. Tiiey agreed that each of the 
four should own a particular leg of the 
cat; and each adorned with beads and 
other ornaments the leg thus apportion- 
ed to him. The cat by an accident in- 
jured one of its logs. Tlio owner of 
this member wound around it a rag 
■soaked in oil. Tiio cat going too near 
the hearth, set this rag on fire, .and 
being in groat pain rushed in among 
the cotton, where she was accustomed 
to hunt rats. Tiie cotton took fire and 
was burned up. It was a total loss. 
The thrcu partners brought a suit to 
recover the value of tho cotton against 
the partner who owned this particular 
leg of tho cat. The judge examirted 
the case and decided thus: — ''The leg 
that had the oiled rag on it was hurt; 
tho cat could not use that leg; in fact, 
hold up that leg and ran with the three 
legs. The three unhurt legs, therefore, 
carried the fire to the cotton, and alone 
are culpable. The injured leg is not 
to bo blamed. The three partners 
who owned tho tlirco legs witli whicli 
the cat ran to the cotton will pay the 
whole value of tho bales to the partner 
who was the proprietor of the injured 
leg."
